WASHINGTON CAP) - Co ng ress is 
co nfro nting federal banking reg ulato rs 
with demands fo r co nfidential data o n 
big banks and their bo rro wers as part 
erf inv estig atio ns desig ned to ev aluate 
the reg ulato ry ag encies. 
Mast requests fo r info rmatio n so far 
hav e been resisted by the reg ulato rs, 
who claim in so me cases they are 
bo und by law no t to release the 
material and in o ther cases that it 
wo uld be damag ing to the banks if the 
data were made public. 
At least two Ho use panels are 
prepared to subpo ena the data. 
At the same time, leg islatio n to 
co nso lidate bank reg ulato ry functio ns 
in a sing le ag ency is being pushed by 
Demo crats o n the Ho use Banking 
Co mmittee. 
The widespread co ng ressio nal ac­ 
tiv ity 
is 
in 
reactio n to 
g ro wing 
ev idence that so me banks and sav ing s 
and lo ans g o t into tro uble during the 
recent deep recessio n. 
A spo kesman fo r the Federal 
Depo sit Insurance Co rp. recently 
estimated that 3 5 0 o f the natio n’s 15 ,111 
banks hav e financial pro blems which 
require special mo nito ring by the 
reg ulato ry ag encies. So me o f the 
natio n’s larg est banks are amo ng 
tho se g etting special attentio n. 
The Federal Ho me Lo an Bank Bo ard 
said earlier this mo nth that 6 3 o f 4,079 
state and federally chartered sav ing s 
and lo an institutio ns are being 
scrutinized with special care because 
o f pro blems. 
On Thursday , FDIC Chairman 
Frank 
Wille o rdered state 
banks 
reg ulated by his ag ency to restrict self- 
dealing lo an practices with banking 
insiders. The FDIC said self-dealing by 


bank o fficials was a facto r in abo ut 
half o f all bank failures since 19 6 0. 
Wille’s actio n was applauded by 
Ho use Banking Chairman Henry 
Reuss, D-Wis., who said Wille’s serio us 
appro ach to the pro blem o f banks 
"co ntrasts with the co mplacent at­ 
titude o f the co mptro ller 
o f 
the 
currency ... and the Federal Reserv e.” 
The co mptro ller reg ulates natio nally 
chartered banks, the Federal Reserv e 
Bo ard superv ises state-chartered 
banks that are members o f its sy stem 
and the FDIC reg ulates state-char­ 
tered banks that do no t belo ng to the 
Fed. 
Also o n Thursday , a Ho use g o v ern­ 
ment o peratio ns subco mmittee v o ted 
to inv estig ate the co m ptro ller’s 
reg ulatio n o f the 6 0 natio n's larg est 
co mmercial banks during the last 
decade. These banks hav e depo sits o f 
$1 billio n o r mo re. 
If the co mptro ller do es no t v o lun­ 
tarily turn o v er ex aminatio n repo rts, 
including co nfidential 
names o f 
bo rro wers and bank dealing s, subco m­ 
m ittee 
Chairman 
Benjamin 
S. 
Ro senthal, D-N.Y., said they will be 
subpo enaed. He set March 5 as the 
deadline fo r a reply fro m Co mptro ller 
James Smith. 
The 
Ho use Banking 
Co mmittee, 
meanwhile, is pursuing a similar in­ 
v estig atio n. Rep. Wrig ht Patman, D- 
Tex ., chairman o f the subco mmittee 
o n mo netary po licy , has been seeking 
reg ulato ry reco rds co v ering the past 
fiv e y ears no t o nly fro m the co mp­ 
tro ller but fro m the FDIC and the 
Federal Reserv e as well. 
The co mmittee Demo crats v o ted to 
autho rize 
Reuss to subpo ena 
the 
reco rds if they are no t turned o v er. 
Mail Surveillance 
Dispute Worsens

po sed by the Po stal Serv ice. Such 
co urt o rders no w are required befo re 
g o v ernment ag ents can o pen first- 
class mail and then o nly in criminal 
inv estig atio ns. 
The CIA and FBI fo r y ears o pened 
mail 
illeg ally 
and 
the 
Justice 
Department 
is 
co nsidering 
pro secuting perso ns inv o lv ed. Neither 
ag ency 
o btained 
co urt 
o rders 
autho rizing the o pening s. 
Fo rd pro po sed in a messag e to 
Co ng ress last week that leg al mail 
o pening s be ex panded "to o btain 
v itally needed fo reig n intellig ence 
info rmatio n.” Fo rd said he wanted to 
ex pand this to include inv estig atio ns o f 
spy ing , sabo tag e and terro rism. A 
search warrant wo uld be required fo r 
these under the President’s pro po sal. 
Iro nically , a so urce clo se to the CIA 
said new mail o pening s pro bably 
wo uld no t pro duce as much useful 
intellig ence info rmatio n as the o ld 
pro g ram. "The effectiv eness o f the o ld 
pro g ram was that the Russians were 
unaware o f it. Since the co v er was 
blo wn o n it there wo n’t be that much 
info rmatio n o f any use g o ing thro ug h,” 
the so urce said. 
Meanwhile, a White Ho use o fficial 
who participated in drafting Fo rd’s 
plan said such a pro po sal "abso lutely 
wo uld no t” lead to pro g rams o f the 
mag nitude o f the fo rmer CIA and FBI 
pro g rams. "That was a massiv e, in­ 
discriminate so rt o f thing . Under the 
President’s pro po sal y o u wo uld hav e to 
co nv ince a judg e that certain mail 
sho uld be o pened,” said White Ho use 
aide Mike Duv al. 


Agency Seeks 
Drastic Ways 
To Cut Costs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Po stal 
Serv ice say s it is co nsidering cutting 
mail deliv ery to three day s a week. 
J. T. Elling to n, a senio r assistant 
po stmaster g eneral, said in an in­ 
terv iew Thursday that three-day -per- 
week deliv ery is "o ne o f the o ptio ns” 
the financially tro ubled ag ency is co n­ 
sidering in its campaig n to cut co sts. 
Altho ug h mo re drastic cutbacks 
hav e been discussed, Elling to n said, 
"Our mo st immediate o ptio n is 
reductio n by o ne day in deliv ery 
serv ice.” Po stal o fficials had said 
prev io usly they are co nsidering 
eliminating deliv ery o n Saturday o r 
o ne o ther day o f the week. 
Po stal serv ice o fficials hav e said the 
sav ing s fro m eliminatio n o f deliv ery 
o n Saturday wo uld be abo ut $3 5 0 
millio n per y ear and sav ing s wo uld be 
so mewhat hig her if deliv ery is dro pped 
o n a business day . 
Elling to n said the po ssibility o f 
three-day -per-week deliv ery was 
discussed at a recent meeting o f the 
ag ency ’s bo ard o f g o v erno rs. 
“ We’ll hav e to see ho w thing s g o in 
the financial area and then decide 
what we hav e to do ,” he said. 
Other serv ice cutbacks 
under 
co nsideratio n include ending special 
deliv ery , po stal o fficials say . 
"We are no t ex cluding any thing 
fro m co nsideratio n,” Elling to n said. 
The Po stal Serv ice wo uld hav e to 
seek the appro v al o f the Po stal Rate 
Co mmissio n, an independent ag ency , 
befo re eliminating any serv ice. 
The po stal deficit is estimated to 
reach a reco rd $1.5 billio n fo r the fiscal 
y ear ending June 3 0. 
One pro blem the Po stal Serv ice 
faces is that "ev ery where we turn o n 
cutting co sts, so mebo dy o ppo ses it,” 
Elling to n said. 
In o ne such actio n Thursday , a 
federal judg e blo cked the 
Po stal 
Serv ice fro m clo sing rural po st o ffices 
to sav e mo ney . 
U.S. District Judg e Jo hn I^ewis 
Smith issued a tempo rary restraining 
o rder ag ainst the eco no my plan and 
scheduled a hearing fo r March 3 o n 
whether to make his o rder permanent. 
The Po stal Serv ice said the o rder 
wo uld result in a lo ss o f abo ut $5 ,5 00 a 
day . The ag ency has clo sed abo ut 180 
po st o ffices since July 1 and is scruti­ 
nizing 6 00 o thers. 
Fo rty members o f Co ng ress had 
filed the suit ho urs earlier, co ntending 
the clo sing s co nstituted "a massiv e 
assault o n the co untry ’s small co mmu­ 
nities.”

A spo kesman fo r White Mo to rs 
Co rp., which pro duces heav y duty 
trucks and lig ht eng ines at plants in 
Spring field, Canto n, Clev eland and 
Euclid, speculated that hig her g as 
prices wo uld be reflected in the price 
o f White’s pro duct. The spo kesman 
said the ex tra co st wo uld no t be passed 
o n as a separate increment such as a 
surcharg e, but merely as a reflectio n 
o f the co st o f o peratio ns. 


A m anag er at Buckey e

LISBON, Po rtug al (AP) — The 
military o fficers who hav e tried to rule 
Po rtug al since they o v erthrew the 
SalazarCaetano dictato rship nearly 
two y ears ag o hav e ag reed to beg in 
handing o v er mo st o f their po wer to the 
civ ilians after electio ns April 25 . 


President 
Francisco da Co sta 
Go mes, representing the military ’s 
Rev o lutio nary Co uncil, sig ned a fo r­ 
mal pact Thursday with the fiv e majo r 
po litical parties. The ag reement calls 
fo r a civ ilian g o v ernment drawn fro m 
an elected parliament and a stro ng 
presidency with an elected president. 
The military wo uld be restricted to 
g uaranteeing the o peratio n o f elected 
institutio ns and to military matters. 
"The armed fo rces do no t intend to 
retain sig nificant po litical po wers,” 
Co sta Go mes said in a brief bro adcast 
fo llo wing the sig ning o f the pact. "On 
the co ntrary , they want to resto re to 
civ il po wer, fro m po pular represen­ 
tatio n 
assured 
by 
dem o cratic 
mechanisms, the ex pressio n o f the 
po litical co nduct o f the co untry .” 
Co sta Go mes anno unced that Po r­ 
tug al’s first free leg islativ e electio ns in 
51 y ears wo uld be held o n April 25 and 
that this wo uld be fo llo wed by a presi­ 
dential electio n by similar natio nwide 
ballo t He did no t set a date fo r the 
presidential electio n, but info rmed 
so urces indicated it wo uld be held in 
the summer. 
The ag reement replaces a pact the 
po litical parties sig ned with the 
military last April. Radical leftists at 
that 
time 
co ntro lled the 
co uncil. 
Befo re they wo uld permit electio n o f a 
civ ilian 
co nstituent assembly , 
the 
civ ilians had to ag ree that the new 
co astitutio n wo uld pro v ide fo r co n­ 
tinuatio n o f military rule fo r three to 
fiv e y ears. 
Mo derate o fficers to o k co ntro l o f the 
military co uncil after the leftists 
stag ed an abo rtiv e co up o n No v . 25 . A 
back-to -the-barracks mo v ement has 
since emerg ed.

Federal Bank 
Regulators 
Under Fire 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Congress is 
confronting federal banking regulators 
with demands for confidential data on 
big banks and their borrowers as part 
of investigations designed to evaluate 
the regulatory agencies. 
Most requests for information so far 
have been resisted by the regulators, 
who claim in some cases they are 
bound by law not to release the 
material and in other cases that it 
would be damaging to the banks if the 
data were made public. 
At least two House panels are 
prepared to subpoena the data. 
At the same time, legislation to 
consolidate bank regulatory functions 
in a single agency is being pushed by 
Democrats on the House Banking 
Committee. 
The widespread congressional ac­ 
tivity 
is in reaction to growing 
evidence that some banks and savings 
and loans got into trouble during the 
recent deep recession. 
A spokesman for the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corp. recently 
estimated that 330 of the nation's 15,111 
banks have financial problems which 
require special monitoring by the 
regulatory agencies. Some of the 
nation's largest banks are among 
those getting special attention. 
The Federal Home Ixian Bank Board 
said earlier this month that 63 of 4,079 
state and federally chartered savings 
and loan institutions are being 
scrutinized with special care because 
of problems. 
On Thursday, FDIC Chairman 
Frank Wille ordered state banks 
regulated by his agency to restrict self- 
dealing loan practices with banking 
insiders. The FDIC said self-dealing by 


bank officials was a factor in about 
half of all bank failures since 1960. 
Wille’s action was applauded by 
House Banking Chairman Henry 
Reuss, D-Wis., who said Wille’s serious 
approach to the problem of banks 
“contrasts with the complacent at­ 
titude of the comptroller of the 
currency... and the Federal Reserve.” 
The comptroller regulates nationally 
chartered banks, the Federal Reserve 
Board supervises state-chartered 
banks that are members of its system 
and the FDIC regulates state-char­ 
tered banks that do not belong to the 
Fed. 
Also on Thursday, a House govern­ 
ment operations subcommittee voted 
to investigate the comptroller’s 
regulation of the 60 nation's largest 
commercial banks during the last 
decade. These banks have deposits of 
ll billion or more. 
If the comptroller does not volun­ 
tarily turn over examination reports, 
including confidential names of 
borrowers and bank dealings, subcom­ 
mittee

subpoenaed He set March 5 as the 
deadline for a reply from Comptroller 
James Smith. 
The House Banking Committee, 
meanwhile, is pursuing a similar in­ 
vestigation.

Agency Seeks 
Drastic Ways 
To Cut Costs 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Postal 
Service says it is considering cutting 
mail delivery to three days a week. 
J. T. F.llington, a senior assistant 
postmaster general, said in an in­ 
terview Thursday that three-day-per- 
week delivery is “one of the options” 
the financially trembled agency is con­ 
sidering in its campaign to cut costs. 
Although more drastic cutbacks 
have been discussed. F.llington said, 
“Our most immediate option is 
reduction by one day in delivery 
service.” Postal officials had said 
previously they are considering 
eliminating delivery on Saturday or 
one other day of the week. 
Postal service officials have said the 
.savings from elimination of delivery 
on Saturday would be about 6330 
million per year and savings would be 
somewhat higher if delivery is dropped 
on a business day. 
Fllington said the possibility of 
three-day-per-week delivery was 
discussed at a recent meeting of the 
agency's board of governors. 
“We’U have to see how things go in 
the financial area and then decide 
what we have to do,” he said. 
Other service cutbacks under 
consideration include ending special 
delivery, postal officials say, 
“We are not excluding anything 
from consideration,” F.llington said. 
The Postal Service would have to 
seek the approval of the Postal Rate 
Commission, an independent agency, 
before eliminating any service. 
The postal deficit is estimated to 
reach a record ti -5 billion for the fiscal 
year ending June 30 
One problem the Postal Service 
faces is that “everywhere we turn on 
cutting costs, somebody opposes it,” 
Fllington said 
In one such action Thursday, a 
federal judge blocked the 
Postal 
Service from closing rural post offices 
to save money. 
U.S. District Judge John l^ewis 
Smith issued a temporary restraining 
order against the economy plan and 
scheduled a hearing for March 3 on 
whether to make his order permanent 
The Postal Service said the order 
would result in a loss of about 63,300 a 
day The agency has closed about 180 
post offices since July I and is scruti­ 
nizing 600 others 
Forty members of Congress had 
filed the suit hours earlier, contending 
the closings constituted "a massive 
assault on the country's small commu­ 
nities.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Someone 
is going to end

emergency natural gas supplies 
purchased by utilities for industrial 
and commercial customers. And ifs 
generally agreed that the someone is 
the consumer. 
When it comes to paying for the 
more expensive gas bought to fill 
shortages, despite legislation and 
lawsuits, both sides say that in the end 
the man on the street and in the home 
will bear the brunt (rf any extra costs 
Columbia Gas (rf Ohio is currently 
blocked from billing any customer for 
a share of the emergency gas purchase 
costs as a result (rf an order by the 
Franklin County Common Pleas Court 
at the request of the state attorney 
general. 
A hearing 
is planned 
Tuesday. 
However, the Supreme Court has 
agreed to hear Columbia’s appeal of 
the order Monday, and the Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio will meet 
Friday with legal counsel. 
“Obviously, in the end the consumer 
is going to have to pay,” said Rep. 
Michael Stinziano, D-30 Columbus, 
who introduced legislation to block 


residential customers from being 
charged by the gas company for 
emergency gas supplies 
Stinziano says the residential 
customer shouldn't, in effect, be forced 
to subsidize industry. 
“Business and industry are going to 
have the opportunity to deduct the cost 
of emergency gas supplies as a 
business expense,” Stinziano said. He 
pointed out that such deductions are 
impossible for the consumer 
“Industry can and will raise prices" 
to accommodate the extra cost for 
natural gas, he contends That's a 
contention that is borne out by industry 
representatives, although some feel it 
will be a while before there can be any 
hikes. 
A spokesman for White Motors 
Corp., which produces heavy duty 
trucks and light engines at plants in 
Springfield, Canton, Cleveland and 
Fuclid. speculated that higher gas 
prices would be reflected in the price

A manager at Buckeye Steel

structure these costs could be part of

While the microwave negotiations 
remain secret, it is known that the 
State Deportment hopes details can be 
completed within the next two or three 
weeks. 
The radiation caused concern when 
a sudden intensification was detected 
six months ago, although the Soviets

A new physician, Sam Zweifel, was 
sent to Moscow last Friday but of­ 
ficials said the purpose was simply to 
permit Thomas Johnson, the doctor on 
duty, to go on a three-week vacation. 
U.S. ambassador Walter Stoessel Jr. 
was said to be showing some symp­ 
toms of anemia but UTL officials here 
and in Moscow report he is active and 
on the Job.

NEW YORK (AP) - The seriou s 
problems became ev iden t in 1967 when

desks in the backrooms. 
This was the begin n in g of the stock 
ex chan ge commu n ity ’s paper pan ic. 
Brokers had more bu sin ess than they 
cou ld han dle, which is a stran ge rea­ 
son for an en terprise to collapse. Bu t 
man y of them did. 
In the n ex t few y ears a special 
gov ern men t-in du stry agen cy was 
called u pon to settle claims by 
cu stomers of 117 secu rities firms in 
liqu idation , some of which had become 
so con fu sed they failed to collect 
commission s. 
On e thin g led to an other, an d on Wall 
Street that ev en tu ally mean s prices. In 
1969 an d 1970 prices took a terrific 
tu mble, from 985 poin ts on the Dow 
Jon es in du strial av erage to ju st 631 
poin ts. 
The big in stitu tioon al in v estors — 
the pen sion an d mu tu al fu n ds, ban k 
tru sts an d in su ran ce compan ies, for 
ex ample — sold hu ge chu n ks of stock 
that had become in flated ov er the 
prev iou s few y ears. Ev ery on e took 
losses. 
In div idu al in v estors, who had been 
cou rted almost zealou sly to participate 
in people’s capitalism, to own a piece 
of America, were amon g those most

Con gress re­ 
spon ded by declarin g that the stock 
ex chan ges mu st become tru ly pu blic 
serv ice in stitu tion s, rather than 
"priv ate clu bs.” 
Somehow, it su ggested, a cen tral 
market place wou ld hav e to be 
created, u sin g elemen ts of the ex istin g 
sy stem domin ated by the New York 
Stock 
Ex chan ge, 
bu t 
in 
an 
arran gemen t that was left u n specified. 
The Secu rities an d Ex chan ge 
Commission tackled the job. As on e of 
the commission ers at that time said, 
the New York an d American stock 
ex chan ges wou ld cease to ex ist in their 
presen t forms. 
Now, in 1976, the stock market has 
recov ered. Tremen dou s techn ological 
chan ges hav e been made in the han ­ 
dlin g of secu rities, so that v olu me 
dou ble that of the late 1960s can be 
han dled with n o great strain . 
Bu t the on e great cen tral market 
place for all stocks hasn ’t y et ev olv ed. 
When the markets were depressed, 
when tradin g v olu me was low, there 
seemed to be an ideal opportu n ity for 
chan ge. Bu t chan ge comes slowly . 
In stead, with some modification s 
an d more in terrelation ships an d areas 
of cooperation , the in depen den t stock 
ex chan ges are doin g bu sin ess as u su al, 
an d probably regain in g their self- 
con fiden ce.

Speaking Of Your Health

Two or three times a week I am 
awaken ed in the middle of the n ight by 
a su dden sharp cramp in the mu scles 
of my right leg. It seems that man y of 
my frien ds hav e the same problem. 
Cou ld this be du e to age? I am 72. 
Mr. J.F.,Ohio 
Dear Mr. F.: 
At y ou r age, y ou an d y ou r frien ds 
hav e u n dou btedly some n arrowin g of 
the blood v essels that brin g blood an d 
ox y gen to the mu scles of the legs an d 
feet. 
When there is some degree of 
lessen in g of the blood su pply , cramps 
may occu r if the bed sheets are too 
tightly bou n d down . 
People who smoke are particu larly 
pron e to spasms of the blood v essels. 
In addition to the n ormal n arrowin g 
that occu rs with age, tobacco is an 
added factor in the produ ction of leg 
cramps. 
There are some ex cellen t dru gs 
which can redu ce the sev erity an d the 
frequ en cy of these n ight cramps. 
These, of cou rse, shou ld be prescribed 
by the doctor. 
Man y people will n otice a su dden 
spasm, or cramp, of the legs while 
walkin g too rapidly . This, too, in ­ 
dicates some circu latory problem. 
All persisten t leg cramps, du rin g the 


day or the n ight, deserv e atten tion by 
the phy sician . 
Often , when the cau se is pin poin ted, 
effectiv e treatmen t with dru gs an d 
position al ex ercises can be ben eficial. 


I hav e had a hern ia in the groin for a 
lon g time. I hav e been pu ttin g off 
hav in g an operation . Recen tly , I’v e 
been told that there is a n ew kin d of 
in je<*ion to cu re hern ia. What do y ou 
thin k? 
Mr. H. R., Nev . 
Dear Mr. R.: 
I thin k that y ou ’re ru n n in g in to 
trou ble. Some people are so terrified of 
su rgery that they will seek ou t the 
most ou tlan dish forms of treatmen t as 
a su bstitu te. Usu ally , these “treat­ 
men ts” hav e n o scien tific v alidity . 
It is difficu lt to con v in ce these people 
that su rgery is the safest an d most 
con serv ativ e form of treatmen t in 
man y in stan ces. 


Today , repair of a hern ia can be 
performed u n der local an esthesia. The 
hospital stay is as short as three day s 
an d the recov ery is complete an d 
u n ev en tfu l. 
How does on e compare this to 
illogical u se of tru sses, su pports an d 
qu estion able in jection s?

From the Reagan collection comes 
this . "I alway s grew u p believ in g that 
if y ou bu ild a better mou setrap, the 
world will beat a path to y ou r door. 
Now if y ou bu ild a better mou setrap 
the gov ern men t comes alon g with a 
better mou se.” 
The book is called "Repu blican 
Hu mor,” an d it is the brain child of 
Stephen J. Sku bik an d Hal E. Short. 
Abou t 200 pages thick, it will go on sale 
for $4.95 begin n in g abou t April 1, an d 
the proceeds will go to the Repu blican 
Nation al Committee. 
Sku bik, who say s he is a Repu blican 
bu t "n ot a hard-backed on e,” offered 
to produ ce a mon ey -makin g book for 
the Democrats too bu t that they didn ’t 
accept the offer becau se they saw legal 
problems.

Two or three times a week I am 
awakened in the middle of the night by 
a sudden sharp cramp in the muscles 
of my right leg. It seems that many of 
my friends have the same problem. 
Could this be due to age? I am 72. 
Mr. J. F , Ohio 
Dear Mr. F.: 
At your age, you and your friends 
have undoubtedly some narrowing of 
the blood vessels that bring blood and 
oxygen to the muscles of the legs and 
feet. 
When there is some degree of 
lessening of the blood supply, cramps 
may occur if the bed sheets are too 
tightly bound down. 
People who smoke are particularly 
prone to spasms of the blood vessels. 
In addition to the normal narrowing 
that occurs with age, tobacco is an 
added factor in the production of leg 
cramps. 
There are some excellent drugs 
which can reduce the severity and the 
frequency of these night cramps. 
These, of course, should be prescribed 
by the doctor. 
Many people will notice a sudden 
spasm, or cramp, of the legs while 
walking too rapidly. This, too, in­ 
dicates some circulatory problem. 
All persistent leg cramps, during the 


day or the night, deserve attention by 
the physician. 
Often, when the cause is pinpointed, 
effective treatment with drugs and 
positional exercises can be beneficial. 


I have had a hernia in the groin for a 
long time. I have been putting off 
having an operation. Recently, I’ve 
been told that there is a new kind of 
injection to cure hernia. What do you 
think? 
Mr. H R ., Nev. 
Dear Mr. R.: 
I think that you’re running into 
trouble. Some people are so terrified of 
surgery that they will seek out the 
most outlandish forms of treatment as 
a substitute. Usually, these "treat­ 
ments” have no scientific validity. 
It is difficult to convince these people 
that surgery is the safest and most 
conservative form of treatment in 
many instances. 


Today, repair of a hernia can be 
performed under local anesthesia. The 
hospital stay is as short as three days 
and the recovery is complete and 
uneventful.

Committee members expressed 
some doubt about recommending the 
claim for approval. lawmakers said 
they did not doubt the wrongfulness of 
Johns’ imprisonment, but worried 
about setting a precedent of the state 
paying for judicial mistakes. 
It was on that basis that the state 
Board of Sundry (Haims rejected 
Johns' request for $150,000 com­ 
pensation in 1973. The board said, 
however, that it “ sympathizes with the 
claimant and does not deny that he was 
grievously injured by the chain of 
events.” 
Johns was arrested in 1964 and 
charged with selling $15 worth of 
marijuana to a police informer. He had 
no previous criminal record. 
Johns claimed he was at work at the 
time the sale took place. But his 
lawyer neglected to file the proper 
legal papers for Johns to claim an 
alibi, and Johns was unable to show the 
jury his time card from the plant, pay 
stubs for the night or call his employer 
as a witness.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 
psychiatrist who concluded that 
Patricia Hearst’s account of fear in the 
terrorist underground was a truthful 
one says he can’t definitely rule out 
specific instances of lying without lie 
detector tests.

Ome was the second of three 
psychiatrists called by defense at­ 
torney F. tae Bailey, who managed to 
get the comment about the polygraph 
on the record despite vigorous protests 
by the prosecution. 
The third expert, Dr. Robert J. 
Lifton of Yale University, was 
scheduled to resume his testimony 
under questioning by Bailey today. He 
said Thursday that he examined Miss 
Hearst for a total of 17 hours in 
January and last week, but court was 
recessed for the day before he began 
discussing his report. 
Meanwhile, the chief prosecutor, 
U.S. Atty. James L. Browning Jr., 
hinted outside the courtroom that the 
government has a surprise witness. 
“ Something is in the wind,” 
Browning said when asked about 
rumors that the government had an 
important witness for rebuttal of Miss 
Hearst’s testimony. He would not 
elaborate, however.

No matter how streamlined, he said, 
they can never handle more than a tiny 
fraction of cases of the estimated five 
million Catholics now in second 
marriages or married to divorced 
persons.

State School Board 
Orders Taxation 
After Levies Nixed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Department of Education is ordering 
some residents of Auglaize and Mercer 
counties to pay a vocational schools 
tax even though they have not ap­ 
proved it at the polls. 
The 
departm ent 
has 
directed 
auditors 
of 
the 
counties 
to 
tax 
residents whose children will attend 
vocational school although the parents 
rejected a proposed levy to build their 
own school. 
“ State law requires the board to see 
that students receive an opportunity to 
prepare for skilled employment when 
the districts themselves don’t provide 
it,” said Martin W. Essex, superin­ 
tendent of public schools. 
“ Who’s the state board to tell a 
county auditor to levy a tax?” retorted 
Auglaize 
County 
Prosecutor 
H. 
Michael Moser. 
Auglaize County Auditor Vernon 
Doenges also doubts the school board’s 
right to impose the tax. 
The feud follows collapse of the 
proposed 
Auglaize-Mercer counties 
joint vocational school district last 
summer. Plans for the 11-district 
school fell apart after voters six times 
rejected proposed levies to build and 
run a job school near St. Mary’s. 
Students who would have attended 
the school have been assigned to the 
Apollo Joint Vocational School near 
lim a in Allen County and the Van Wert 
Joint Vocational School. The board 
ordered the 1.85 mill levy supporting 
the Apollo school added to the bills of 
those students’ parents in St. Mary’s, 
New Knoxville, Minster and New 
Bremen. 
A similar order went out to Mercer 
County Auditor Tom Timmerman, who 
was told to add the levy to bills going 
out to residents of his county, whose 
children would attend the

Inquiry 
Scheduled 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Hunger 
in Ohio and what can be done about it 
will be the subject of a legislative 
inquiry under a resolution approved 
unanimously by the House on Thur­ 
sday. 
The House passed 88-0 a resolution 
requiring the Legislative Service 
Com mission, 
the 
legislatu re’s 
research arm, to evaluate current 
programs to combat hunger and to 
suggest 
additional 
or 
alternate 
programs. 
Sponsoring Rep. Edward J. Orlett, 
D-34 Dayton, said he wants a closer 
look at hunger and poverty because 
nutritious food “ for some is virtually a 
luxury.” 
He said for example that in Scioto 
County, 29 .3 per cent of the families 
are below the poverty income level set 
by the federal government, while 14,- 
9 00 persons out of a county population 
of 76 ,9 00 qualify for federal food 
stamps. 
He said 22.6 per cent of the families 
have an annual income of less than 
$3,000. 
As a result, he said, there are 
thousands of Ohioans who do not 
receive an adequate diet. 
“ They are not people who are lazy,” 
Orlett said. “ They are not people who 
refuse to work. These are people that 
are out of work through no fault of 
their own.” 
Poverty is not restricted to rural 
Appalachian counties, he said. Hunger 
and malnutrition can be found in every 
county. 
Orlett has said previously that the 
study also would help implement a 19 74 
state D em ocratic platform plank 
promising a renewal of the war on 
poverty. 


BOSTON (AP) - Cam paigning 
Democrats are taking aim at newly 
anointed frontrunner Jimmy Carter as 
they battle for position in the crowded 
Massachusetts presidential primary. 
But Alabam a Gov. George C. 
Wallace looms as a formidable figure, 
too, in the final days of the campaign 
for the second polling place contest of 
the year. 
It is the first to match all comers and 
the first in which the Democrats hold 
center stage, with President Ford and 
challenger Ronald Reagan waiting a 
week for their next primary con­ 
frontation in Florida on March 9 . 
Carter, out front on the strength of 
his Tuesday victory in the leadoff New 
Hampshire primary, was to campaign 
in Boston and eastern Massachusetts 
today, in hopes of making it two in a 
row. Carter won New Hampshire with 
30 per cent of the vote. 
But next Tuesday, he’ll be facing 
Wallace and Sen. Henry' M. Jackson of 
Washington, a combination that will 
cut into the conservative and centrist 
Democratic vote that buoyed him in 
New Hampshire. Jackson and Wallace 
bypassed that primary. 
So Carter is keeping his forecasts 
down and his guard up, saying only 
that he expects to finish among the top 
three candidates in the eight-way Mas­ 
sachusetts race. 
Almost everybody in the race says 
that — although Jackson flatly 
forecasts he will win. 
Jackson bore down hard on Carter, 
denouncing

former Georgia governor said he 
would like to do away with the interest 
deduction which m ortgage-paying 
homeowners now are permitted to take 
on their income taxes.

Bayh said he 
would support Carter over Ford or 
Reagan if it came to that choice. “ But I 
do not want us to nominate someone 
who has espoused some basic Republi­ 
can principles,” he said of Carter. 
Rep. Morris K. Udall of Arizona, 
Carter’s closest challenger with 24 per 
cent of the New Hampshire vote, took a 
slap at the Georgian, but reserved his 
major assault for Wallace. 
“ We’ve got a big field here, we’ve 
got a lot of candidates,” he said at a 
crowded reception in Cam bridge. 
“ This great progressive state is in 
danger of having George Wallace be 
the leader next Tuesday night ... if 
we’re fragmented, if we’re divided.” 
Wallace was pulling another hefty 
campaign crowd of his own in Sutton, 
near Worcester.

State School Board 
Orders Taxation 
After Levies Nixed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
Department of Education is ordering 
some residents of Auglaize and Mercer 
counties to pay a vocational schools 
tax even though they have not ap­ 
proved it at the polls. 
The departm ent has directed 
auditors 
of the 
counties to 
tax 
residents whose children will attend 
vocational school although the parents 
rejected a proposed levy to build their 
own school. 
“State law requires the board to see 
that students receive an opportunity to 
prepare for skilled employment when 
the districts themselves don’t provide 
it,” said Martin W. Essex, superin­ 
tendent of public schools. 
“Who’s the state board to tell a 
county auditor to levy a tax?" retorted 
Auglaize County 
Prosecutor H. 
Michael Moser. 
Auglaize County Auditor Vernon 
Doenges also doubts the school board’s 
right to impose the tax. 
The feud follows collapse of the 
proposed 
Auglaize-Mercer counties 
joint vocational school district last 
summer. Plans for the 11-district 
school fell apart after voters six times 
rejected proposed levies to build and 
run a job school near St. Mary’s. 
Students who would have attended 
the school have been assigned to the 
Apollo Joint Vocational School near 
lim a in Allen County and the Van Wert 
Joint Vocational School. The board 
ordered the 1.85 mill levy supporting 
the Apollo school added to the bills of 
those students’ parents in St. Mary’s, 
New Knoxville, Minster and New 
Bremen. 
A similar order went out to Mercer 
County Auditor Tom Timmerman, who 
was told to add the levy to bills going 
out to residents of his county, whose 
children would attend the Apollo 
school.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Hunger 
in Ohio and what can be done about it 
will be the subject of a legislative 
inquiry under a resolution approved 
unanimously by the House on Thur­ 
sday. 
The House passed 88-0 a resolution 
requiring the Legislative Service 
Commission, 
the 
legislature's 
research arm, to evaluate current 
programs to combat hunger and to 
suggest additional 
or alternate 
programs. 
Sponsoring Rep. Edward J. Orlett, 
D-34 Dayton, said he wants a closer 
look at hunger and poverty because 
nutritious food “for some is virtually a 
luxury.” 
He said for example that in Scioto 
County, 29.3 per cent of the families 
are below the poverty income level set 
by the federal government, while 14,- 
900 persons out of a county population 
of 76,900 qualify for federal food 
stamps. 
He said 22.6 per cent of the families 
have an annual income of less than 
$3,000. 
As a result, he said, there are 
thousands of Ohioans who do not 
receive an adequate diet. 
"They are not people who are lazy,” 
Orlett said. “They are not people who 
refuse to work. These are people that 
are out of work through no fault of 
their own.” 
Poverty is not restricted to rural 
Appalachian counties, he said. Hunger 
and malnutrition can be found in every 
county. 
Orlett has said previously that the 
study also would help implement a 1974 
state Democratic platform plank 
promising a renewal of the war on 
poverty.

WASHINGTON (AP) - House and

Although both versions contain the 
same spending figure, differences 
remain in when the money will be 
spent and in funding levels for other 
projects.

Appropriations subcommittee on 
transportation said no date had been 
set for the House-Senate conference 
but indicated a conference could occur 
next week. 


A bill authorizing a government 
investment 
up to $2.1 billion in 
ConRail, the government-backed 
railroad to be built by consolidating 
the seven railroads, has already 
become law. The bill passed by the 
Senate Thursday provides the actual 
cash. 


The Senate Appropriations Com­ 
mittee acknowledged in its report on 
the bill that the $2.026 
billion in­ 
vestment may not be enough to cover 
ConRail’s 
costs 
and 
that 
new 
authorization and appropriation bills 
might have to be passed in the future. 
This is because the House and Senate 


funding levels are based on the 
government's original reorganization 
plan, which was changed two weeks 
ago when two privately owned 
railroads failed to purchase 2,000 
miles of track which the government 
planned to sell to them 
That forced the U.S. Railway 
Association, the agency overseeing the 
reorganization, to include the 2,000 
miles of track in ConRail. This in­ 
clusion added $176 million to the 
funding USRA estimated ConRail 
would need. 
Although the deadline for selling the 
2,000 miles of track has passed, the 
Ford administration still is trying to 
remove the roadblocks that kept the 
two private railroads — the Chessie 
System and the Southern Railway — 
from making the purchase. 
Both carriers were unable to pur­ 
chase the track because they could not 
work out necessary labor agreements 


with the employes who work on the 
lines they were to purchase. The car­ 
riers and the unions have been meeting 
privately this week at the govern­ 
ment’s request to see if the labor ob­ 
stacles can be surmounted. 
Transportation Secretary William 
Coleman Jr. has said he will ask 
Congress to rescind the purchase 
deadline. 
The government wants to sell the 
2,000 miles of track so theChessie and 
the Southern can extend their lines and 
become a strong competitor to the gov­ 
ernment-backed ConRail, while also 
keeping its investment in ConRail at 
the original estimate. 
Financially-ailing carriers which the 
government intends to incorporate into 
ConRail are the Penn Central, the Erie 
Uckawanna, the Reading, the Central 
of New Jersey, the l,ehigh Valley, the 
1-ehigh and Hudson River and the Ann 
Arbor.

Although the deadline for selling the 
2,000 miles of track has passed, the 
Ford administration still is trying to 
remove the roadblocks that kept the 
two private railroads — the Chessie 
System and the Southern Railway — 
from making the purchase. 
Both carriers were unable to pur­ 
chase the track because they could not 
work out necessary labor agreements 


with the employes who work on the 
lines they were to purchase. The car­ 
riers and the unions have been meeting 
privately this week at the govern­ 
ment’s request to see if the labor ob­ 
stacles can be surmounted. 
Transportation Secretary William 
Coleman Jr. has said he will ask 
Congress to rescind the purchase 
deadline. 
The government wants to sell the 
2,000 miles of track so theChessie and 
the Southern can extend their lines and 
become a strong competitor to the gov­ 
ernment-backed ConRail, while also 
keeping its investment in ConRail at 
the original estimate. 
Financially-ailing carriers which the 
government intends to incorporate into 
ConRail are the Penn Central, the Erie 
lackawanna, the Reading, the Central 
of New Jersey, the Iiehigh Valley, the 
1/ehigh and Hudson River and the Ann 
Arbor.

CINCINNATI (A P) - The City of 
Cincinnati, which has been in the 
courts since 1953 over the issue of 
fluoridation, is back in litigation as it 
prepares to begin adding the chemical 
to the water supply. 
Antifluoridation forces Thursday 
filed suit as a Last ditch effort to block 
the addition after the Ohio Supreme 
Court dissolved their injunction 
against the city and the state. 
Hamilton County Common Pleas 
Court 
Judge 
W illiam 
Mathews 
declared the state law requiring 
fluoridation of large city water 
systems unconstitutional in 1971. The 
Ohio 
Environm ental 
Protection 
Agency meanwhile charged the city 
with violating state law. The Issue was 
resolved in favor of the EPA in 
November, 1975. 
The city this week reported its long 
dormant machinery was ready and 
supplies of sodium fluoride had 
arrived. 
Waterworks Supt. Charles Bolton, 
68, Thursday pledged to ‘‘my fellow 
senior citizens that there is no harm in 
fluoridating the city water.” 
The new suit, filed in common pleas 
court, made three allegations against 
adding sodium fluoride: 
—There is evidence that fluoride is 
“ medically established as a car­ 
cinogenic—cancer 
causing—agent.” 
—Middletown, Ohio, was recently 
exempted 
by 
the 
state 
from 
fluoridating its water supply because 
citizens voted against it. Cincinnati 
defeated the issue at the polls in 1953, 
1960 and 1973. In 1975, a charter 
amendment was approved requiring a 
vote of the electorate before the city 
could add fluoride.

“There is absolutely nothing 
Fluoridation 
Suit Filed 
At Cincinnati 


CINCINNATI (AP) — The City of 
Cincinnati, which has been in the 
courts since 1953 over the issue of 
fluoridation, is back in litigation as it 
prepares to begin adding the chemical 
to the water supply 
Antifluoridation forces Thursday 
filed suit as a last ditch effort to block 
the addition after the Ohio Supreme 
Court dissolved their injunction 
against the city and the state. 
Hamilton County Common Pleas 
Court 
Judge 
William 
Mathews 
declared the state law requiring 
fluoridation of large city water 
systems unconstitutional in 1971. The 
Ohio 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency meanwhile charged the city 
with violating state law. The Issue was 
resolved in favor of the EPA in 
November, 1975. 
The city this week reported its long 
dormant machinery was ready and 
supplies of sodium fluoride had 
arrived. 
Waterworks Supt. Charles Bolton, 
68, Thursday pledged to "my fellow 
senior citizens that there is no harm in 
fluoridating the city water.” 
The new suit, filed in common pleas 
court, made three allegations against 
adding sodium fluoride: 
—There is evidence that fluoride is 
“medically established as a car­ 
cinogenic—cancer 
causing—agent.” 
—Middletown. Ohio, was recently 
exempted 
by 
the 
state 
from 
fluoridating its water supply because 
citizens voted against it. Cincinnati 
defeated the issue at the polls in 1953, 
1960 and 1973. In 1975, a charter 
amendment was approved requiring a 
vote of the electorate before the city 
could add fluoride.

President 
Ford’s 
chief 
spokesman, will be doing a 
one-shot g ig as g u est host of 
his old network’s new and 
rowdy “ Satu rday Nig ht” 
proceeding s. 
And, say s Ix ime Michaels, 
the y ou ng produ cer of the 
proceeding s, the White Hou se 
press secretary will appear in 
some skits and probably be 
doing a few political g ag s 
prov ided by the show’s staff 
Who su g g ested he appear 
on the show — Nessen himself 
or Michaels? 
"Well, it was a combination 
of both,” the 31-y ear-old pro­ 
du cer said. "We heard after 
Bu ck Henry ’s prog ram that 
there’d been a requ est from 
the White Hou se for a casette 
of the show.” 
In that caper, aired Jan. 17, 
Henry , a comedy writer and 
actor, portray ed Nessen at a 
news conference. 
Michaels said the White 
Hou se requ est "piqu ed ou r 
interest, becau se we’d been 
g etting some flak from NBC 
... there seemed to be some 
feeling that we were only 
hitting Ford and Reag an, 
hitting only 
Repu blicans.” 
I^ater, he said, "Satu rday 
Nig ht” writer A1 Franken 
bu mped into Nessen in New 
Hampshire du ring Ford’s 
campaig n there and in­ 
trodu ced himself as a writer 
on the show. 
He said Nessen told the 
scribe that "he and a g reat 
many people arou nd the 
White Hou se had seen the 
Henry show, had play ed it 
qu ite often and thou g ht it was 
qu ite fu nny ,” so Franken 
asked him abou t appearing 
on it. 
Then, Michaels continu ed, 
Nessen "called me abou t two 
weeks ag o and we beg an talks 
abou t him doing an ap­ 
pearance on the show and it 
ev olv ed into his hosting a 
show.” 
Oddly enou g h, Michaels 
said, when he proposed the 
idea to NBC officials, they 
seemed apprehensiv e abou t it 
"becau se they felt perhaps 
the 
show 
was 
tilting 
Repu blican or something like 
that. 
"It had to be ex plained that 
sev eral weeks ag o they 
thou g ht we were knocking 
only Repu blicans.” 
Now that has been settled, 
Nessen is schedu led to do the 
show for the same fee (Mi­ 
chaels declined .to say how 
mu ch) paid other hosts. 
As a federal employ e, the 
produ cer added, Nessen can’t 
keep the money and probably 
will donate his fee to some 
charitable g rou p. 
Nessen’s “Satu rday Nig ht” 
shot will come 11 day s after 
the New York and Wisconsin 
primaries and 10 day s before 
the Pennsy lv ania primary . 
He’ll probably rehearse with 
the show two or three day s 
before it airs, depending on 
his schedu le, Michaels said. 
He said there’s no requ ests 
so far from spokesmen for the 
other presidential candidates 
to g u est-host or appear on the 
show, bu t if that happens 
“we’ll be v ery happy to talk 
to them.” 
Michaels, his tong u e some­ 
what in cheek, said he’d 
asked 
form er

Nix on to host a show bu t had 
g otten no response.

NEW YORK (AP) - On 
Jan. IO, Mrs. Gerald Ford had 
a bit part on CBS’ “Mary 
Tyler Moore” show. Crane 
April 17, another major figure 
in the Ford White House — 
Ron Nessen — will go her one 
better, 
donning 
the 
greasepaint to star in a 
satirical NBO show that often 
pokes fun at his boss. 
Nessen, who gave up his 
NBC News job to become 
President 
Ford’s 
chief 
spokesman, will be doing a 
one-shot gig as guest host of 
his old network’s new and 
rowdy “Saturday Night” 
proceedings. 
And, says Lome Michaels, 
the young producer of the 
proceedings, the White House 
press secretary will appear in 
some skits and probably be 
doing a few political gags 
provided by the show’s staff. 
Who suggested he appear 
on the show — Nessen himself 
or Michaels? 
“Well, it was a combination 
of both,” the 31-year-old pro­ 
ducer said. “We heard after 
Buck Henry's program that 
there’d been a request from 
the White House for a casette 
of the show" 
In that caper, aired Jan. 17, 
Henry, a comedy writer and 
actor, portrayed Nessen at a 
news conference. 
Michaels said the White 
House request “piqued our 
interest, because we’d been 
getting some flak from NBC 
... there seemed to be some 
feeling that we were only 
hitting Ford and Reagan, 
hitting only Republicans.” 
Irater, he said, “Saturday 
Night” writer Al Franken 
bumped into Nessen in New 
Hampshire during Ford's 
campaign there and in­ 
troduced himself as a writer 
on the show. 
He said Nessen told the 
scribe that “he and a great 
many people around the 
White House had seen the 
Henry show, had played it 
quite often and thought it was 
quite funny," so Franken 
asked him about appearing 
on it. 
Then, Michaels continued, 
Nessen “called me about two 
weeks ago and we began talks 
about him doing an ap­ 
pearance on the show and it 
evolved into his hosting a 
show." 
Oddly enough, Michaels 
said, when he proposed the 
idea to NBC officials, they 
seemed apprehensive about It 
“because they felt perhaps 
the 
show 
was 
tilting 
Republican or something Uke 
that 
“It had to be explained that 
several weeks ago they 
thought we were knocking 
only Republicans." 
Now that has been settled, 
Nessen is scheduled to do the 
show for the same fee (Mi­ 
chaels declined .to say how 
much) paid other harts 
As a federal employe, the 
producer added, Nessen cant 
keep the money and probably 
wiU donate his fee to some 
charitable group. 
Nessen’s “Saturday Night” 
shot will come ll days after 
the New York and Wisconsin 
primaries and IO days before 
the Pennsylvania primary 
Hell probably rehearse with 
the show two or three days 
before it airs, depending on 
his schedule, Michaels said. 
He said there's no requests 
so far from spokesmen for the 
other presidential candidates 
to guest-host or appear on the 
show, but if that happens 
“we’ll be very happy to talk 
to them ” 
Michaels, his tongue some­ 
what in cheek, said he’d 
asked -former 
President 
Nixon to host a show but had 
gotten no response.
